ST.  ANDREW'S  SEEKS  $1,195,000 
FOR  BUILDINGS,  SCHOLARSHIPS 


April   Appeal   To 
Old   Boys,  Parents 
And   Corporations 

St.  Andrew's  College  is  marshalling 
forces  for  an  international  campaign 
to  strengthen  its  facilities  and  student 
aid  program.  The  long-standing  prob- 
lems of  overcrowding  and  lack  of 
scholarship  endowment  have  reached 
a  point  so  critical  that  they  must  be 
resolved  without  delay.  A  plan  of 
action  has  been  prepared  to  meet 
the  needs. 

By  unanimous  decision  of  the 
Board  of  Governors,  the  stage  is 
being  set  for  a  S  1,1 95.000  capital 
fund  appeal.  The  intensive  phase  of 
solicitation  is  scheduled  for  April. 
1960. 

J.  K.  Macdonald  '22.  President  of 
Confederation  Life  Association,  has 
accepted  the  post  of  General  Chair- 
man of  St.  Andrew's  College  Building 
and  Scholarship  Fund.  Another  pro- 
minent Old  Boy.  Graham  F.  Towers 
'13.  is  serving  as  Honorary  Treasurer. 
The  campaign  organization  is  build- 
ing up  quickly,  with  College  sup- 
porters rally  ing  to  the  school.  Mem- 
bers are  being  enlisted  for  volunteer 
committees  to  seek  gifts  throughout 
Canada  and  in  many  other  parts  of 
the  world. 

Some  advance  solicitations  are 
already   in   progress.

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Like  the  College  itself,  the  Lund 
has  an  international  outlook,  with 
Old  Boys  and  parents  spanning  the 
western  world  .  .  .  from  the  foot  of 
South  America  to  the  north  of 
Scotland  .  .  .  from  Lurkey  to  the 
Yukon  Territory. 

Organization  of  the  Old  Boys 
Division  is  developing  rapidly .  al- 
though many  more  volunteers  are 
still  to  be  enlisted,  report  Chairman 
W.  H.  A.  (Ham)  Thorhurn  '26  and 
Vice-Chairman  J.    R.  Chipman  '42. 

"We  have  a  big  job  to  do  because 
we  have  so  much  ground  to  cover 
and  so  many  Old  Boys  to  see,"  says 
Mr.  Thorburn.  "In  some  distant 
areas  where  there  are  only  a  handful 
of  Old  Boys.  v\e  will  be  working 
closely  with  the  Parents  Division  in 
hopes  of  canvassing  everybody  per- 
sonally. However,  most  of  our  efforts 
will  be  directed  to  forming  committees 
and  soliciting  gifts  in  areas  where 
there  are  greater  concentrations  of 
Old  Boys.  Whatever  the  case,  we 
plan  to  approach  all  prospects  per- 
sonally, not  by  mail  or  telephone." 

Old  Boys  are  being  looked  to  for 
major  financial  support  for  they, 
more  than  all  others,  know  the  true 
value  of  St.  Andrew's,  havina  bene- 


fited most  directl)  from  its  opera- 
tion. For  main,  attendance  at  the 
College  was  the  turning  point  in 
their  lives,  the  time  when  patterns 
of  character  and  individuality  look 
permanent  root. 

Because  St.  Andrew's  is  an  inde- 
pendent school  it  must  rely  upon  the 
loyalty  and  generosity  of  its  "family" 
and  friends  to  help  it  overcome 
urgent  problems  and  grow  to  even 
greater  stature.  And  Old  Boys,  being 
the  closest  members  of  the  family, 
are  the  first  to  discharge  their  re- 
sponsibilities: to  ensure  that  the 
College  will  be  enabled  to  carry  on 
its  durable  traditions. 

He  pointed  out  that  the  present 
appeal  provides  an  excellent  oppor- 
tunity for  all  Old  Boys  to  share  in 
the  greatness  of  St.  Andrew's  and  to 
show  personal  appreciation  for  the 
lasting  benefits  they  received  during 
their  important  formative  years. 

Committees  within  the  Old  Boys 
Division  are  being  organized  to  seek 
gifts  during  the  month  of  April  from 
former  students  across  Canada  and 
in  20  countries  and  states  throughout 
the  world.

"This  appeal  is  important  to  every- 
body who  is  interested  in  education. 
especially  in  the  preparation  of  able 
boys  for  university  and  the  full 
development  of  individual  talents  and 
leadership  abilities,"  Mr.  Macdonald 
says.  "As  an  independent  school  for 
boys  St.  Andrew's  fulfils  an  integ- 
ral and  specific  role  in  our  system 
of  organized  education.  If  it  did  not 
exist,  Canada  would  be  much  the 
poorer.  Many  talented  boys  would 
not  receive  the  kind  of  encourage- 
ment and  development  they  deserve. 
B)  any  measurement  and  particularly 
that  of  the  accomplishments  of  for- 
mer students,  St.  Andrew's  makes  a 
valuable  contribution  to  our  nation. 

"The  school  is  finding  it  increasing- 
ly difficult  —  if  not  impossible  —  to 
continue  living  with  the  handicaps 
imposed  by  inadequate  facilities  and 
the  absence  of  scholarship  endow- 
ment funds.  At  present  258  boys  are 
enrolled  in  facilities  originally  de- 
signed for  180.  And  although  some 
$22,000  is  made  available  each  year 
for  student  aid  more  than  half  of 
this  amount  comes  directly  from 
revenues  badly  needed  for  general 
operations,  including  the  preservation 
of  academic  standards. " 

Mr.  Macdonald  emphasized  that 
the  appeal  is  "not  only  urgent  but

essential"  if  the  College  is  to  con- 
tinue providing  effective  programs 
for  present  and  future  enrolments, 
and  is  to  serve  a  larger  number  of 
able  boys  from  all  income  groups. 

Estimated  cost  of  the  expansion 
program  —  including  a  new  Class- 
room-Auditorium Building,  a  new 
Great  Hall  and  improvements  to 
existing  facilities  —  is  $945,000.  It  is 
designed  to  eliminate  present  over- 
crowding and  allow  an  increase  of 
42  students  in  future  enrolments. 
$250,000  in  new  capital  is  needed  to 
establish  a  scholarship  and  bursary 
endowment  fund.

I  otal  estimated  cost  for  building. 

equipment,   renovations  and   repairs 

is  $945,000. 

Included  in  the  plans  are  two  new 

structures: 

1.  Classroom  and  Auditorium  Build- 
ing, to  provide  seven  classrooms, 
facilities  for  science,  art  and  music, 
and  auditorium  for  multiple  use, 
including  English  classes,  debat- 
ing, dramatics  and  numerous 
assemblies. 

2.  Great  Hall,  of  traditional  design, 
to  provide  facilities  for  the  entire 
school  to  sit  down  to  meals  to- 
gether, and  replacing  the  incon- 
venient and  uneconomical  dining 
rooms  now  operating. 

Renovations  will  make  available 
residence  accommodations  for  addi- 
tional students  and  an  infirmary  large 
enough  to  provide  more  efficient 
health  protection. 

An  endowment  fund  for  scholar- 
ships and  bursaries  will  be  set  up 
with  $250,000  in  new  capital.  At 
present  the  school  enjoys  no  endowed 
wealth,  although  some  $22,000  is 
made  available  each  year  for  student 
aid,  including  $10,000  donated  an- 
nually by  Old  Boys  and  other  College 
supporters.  The  school  itself  provides 
over  $12,000  but  this  money  is  taken 
directly  from  annual  income  and  is 
urgently  needed  for  genera!  or>  I  I 
lions,  including  the  preservatif  n  ol 
teaching  standards  and  for  building 
upkeep. 

A  public  educational  trust  St. 
Andrew's  is  op-en  to  students  of  all 
i. ices,  religions  and  social  back- 
grounds. Dedicated  to  educational 
service  it  is  the  desire  of  the  school 
to  increase  the  amount  of  financial 
aid  to  deserving  students  .  .  .  ho>s 
with  ability  and  leadership  potential. 
I  he  endowment  fund  will  make  this 
possible    while,    at    the    same    time.
